Samuel Y. Jackson, aged forty- 
three years, a city postman in the 
business district for seventeen years, 
died at 7 o’clock this morning at the 
Sehneck Memorial Hospital.

was 
born Ju ne 1 1876, in the city of Sey­ 
mour and resided in his native cits 
his entire life time.

1900, when 
upon the establishment of free mail;

lb* became» ill De»em- 
ber 27 with an obstruction of the 
bowels, a 
surgical operation 
gave 
some hope of relief and recovery, but 
paralysis of the bowels followed, re­ 
sulting in his death. 
H is mother, father and two broth- 
<*r» preceded him and he leaves sur­ 
viving an only sister, Katherine B. 
Jackson, 
with whom he had 
lived 
since the death of his father nearly 
four years ago. 
Tie was a most effi 
cient mail carrier, quick, 
accurate 
and punctual in his work and a man 
of genial nature and kindlv disposi­ 
tion and had a great number of per­ 
sonal friends to whom he was bound 
bv the warmest ties of friendship. 
Funeral services will be held at the 
residence at 3 o’clock Monday a f ­ 
ternoon.

Failure to eradicate comp letely hook­ 
worm disease from any one area during 
15 y ears of scientific strug g le ag ainst 
th at scourg e by Its own and other 
health ag encies is acknowledg ed in 
the Rockefeller foundation’s annual 
rep ort. 
Intensive scientific study of certain 
control factors, notably the viability 
of the worms in various kinds of soil 
and other mediums and tin* p ossibility 
of making certain the ex istence of oili­ 
er forms of transmission than those al­ 
ready well understood, are sug g ested 
as offering hop e of attaining more com­ 
p lete results, 
it is p robable that such 
studies soon wiU be undertaken. 
“Nothing could be simp ler in theory 
than the few measures necessary for 
the control of hookworm infection,” 
(lie rep ort say s. 
“The cy cle of the 
worm from tbe moment the eg g is de­ 
p osited on the g round until it lias 
reached the small intestine of its hu­ 
man host and develop ed to Its adult 
stag e is well understood, as are also 
the details of its life story and envi­ 
ronm ent; and there are at least two 
drug s which are most p otent in free­ 
ing the human sy stem of the p arasites. 
It should therefore be relatively sim­ 
p le to locate and to cure those who 
have the disease, to p revent others 
from contracting it, and thus to bring 
about, within limited areas at least, 
! its comp lete eradication. 
Althoug h the p roblem of comp lete 
eradication is simp le when stated on 
I p ap er, it is not so in p ractice. 
The 
board 
has 
been 
eng ag ed 
in 
work 
ag ainst hookworm disease since 19 10, 
sim ilar work was undertaken in Porto 
Rico in 19 04, and the a tta ck on th e 
disease in the mines of Belg ium, Hol­ 
land and Germany beg an as early as 
19 02, y et It is Imp ossible to p oint to 
any one mine or area from which the 
Infection has been comp letely eradi­ 
cated. 
In the mines of Hermany it 
was reduced from 1G.8 p er cent in 
19 03 to .18 p er cent in 19 12; in those 
of the Netherlands, from 25 p er cent 
in 19 03 to .32 p er cent in 19 13, and in 
those of the Lieg e district of Belg ium, 
from 22.8 p er cent in 19 02 to 1.2 p er 
cent in 19 13. 
These are the nearest 
recorded ap p roaches to comp lete con­ 
trol. 
M a ny Obs ta c le s in W a y . 
“Many obstacles stand in the way of 
comp lete eradication, even in isolated 
areas having no immig ration and with 
natural conditions that either limit or 
p reclude intercourse with the outside 
world. It is seldom p ossible to ex amine 
every individual in an urea or to treat 
until cured all who are found infected; 
when latrines of a p rop er ty p e are in­ 
stalled in sufficient numbers to p re­ 
vent soil p ollution, it is still necessary 
to accustom the p eop le to the use of 
them—and this is a task that usually 
requires a long jieriod of education 
ami enlig htenm ent; and even when | 
both the foreg oing conditions are ful­ 
filled there still remains for a time the 
dang er of reinfection from hookworm 
larvae already in the soil." 
A fter an ex tended survey of its ex ­ 
p erience with reinfections, which were 
found to show the hig hest rates on es­ 
tates in Cey lon, the foundation re­ 
p orts : 
“These hig h 
rates of reinfection 
should not be accep ted as indicating 
Umt no considerable p rog ress has been 
made toward bring ing the disease un­ 
der control. 
If should he remembered 
that the p roblem of hookworm control 
is p rimarily one of reducing mass in­ 
fection. 
The p ractical p hase of tin* 
task is concerned with tlie removal of 
the larg est p ossible number of worms 
from the larg est p ossible number of 
infected p ersons. 
Up on this basis the 
best criterion for judg ing the effective­ 
ness of a curative (Camp aig n in any 
area is not the p ercentag e of infected 
p ersons who are cured or who remain 
cured, hut the p rop ortion, ex p elled and 
destroy ed, of the total worms har­ 
bored by the p op ulation. 
“Even thoug h in certain of the areas 
mentioned from 50 to 100 p er cent of 
the p ersons formerly cured of the dis­ 
ease have 
since become 
reinfected 
there can lie little doubt that as a re- 
^p tt of treatm ent the averag e number 
of worms harbored by each infected 
p erson has been very materially re­ 
duced. Conditions ex tremely favorable 
for tiie p revalence and p ersistence of 
the infection ex ist p racticallv throug h­ 
out all countries in which the work 
has been conducted; there is at p res­ 
ent lack of definite knowledg e sis to 
bow long larvae remain infective in 
the soil; the latrine accommodations 
p rovided in many areas have been de­ 
fective or inadequate, the habits of 
tin* p eop le g rossly insanitary , and, in 
addition, war conditions have inter­ 
fered seriously with due and effective 
sanitary sup ervisions and reasonable 
reg imentation. 
Under these circum­ 
stances reinfection was bound to occur 
in g reater or less deg ree, but it will 
unquestionably diminish as effective 
sanitation is introduced and the cura­ 
tive measures are ex tended. 
“The fact that after a series of ef­ 


forts at control ¡n different p arts of 
the g lobe ex tend ug over a p eriod of 
more than 15 y ears it is still imp os­ 
sible to p oint to any sing le area from 
which the disease has been comp lete­ 
ly eradicated sug g ests that p erhap s 
the work is being carried out with a 
lack of scientific information on cer­ 
tain p oints concerning which definite 
know ledg e is indisp ensable if comp lete 
control is to be achieved. 
It is hop ed 
that a series of studies may soon he 
made which will sup p ly definite ex ­ 
p erimental p roof on the p hases of 
hookworm control which still require 
further investig ation. 
“One of the most Imp ortant factors 
In need of further study is that relat­ 
ing to the viability of hookworm larvae 
In soil and other media. In the p ast it 
lias been commonly sup p osed th a t aft­ 
er a p eriod of from six to ten months 
the soil would become sterile and the 
disease would g radually die out, but 
the evidence now at hand seems to in­ 
dicate that soil once heavily infected 
—p articularly 
in 
trop ical 
countries 
where the tem p erature seldom or never 
drop s to tin* freezing p oint—must r«*- 
main infected for a considerable time 
even after sanitary conditions have 
been imp roved. 
Thus, Kofoid has re­ 
cently rep orted that in the soil of Cali­ 
fornia the larvae remained alive for 12 
months, and it is p robable that 
in 
more trop ical climates they p ersist for 
even long er p eriods.” 
Bart of the rep ort Is dovoled to de­ 
scribing infection and sanitary sur­ 
vey s undertaken In various countries 
and recounting the difficulties of p re­ 
venting the most serious source of in­ 
fection—soil p ollution. 
The p roviding 
of adequate latrines is set forth as tin* 
best method of bring ing about this re­ 
sult. 
“Some 
data 
from 
Arkansas 
and 
Tex as broug ht tog ether by means of 
the laboratory car Metehnikoff, during 
the treatm ent of infected soldiers in 
the southern states, sug g ests that there 
is a p ossibility of the infection being 
transm itted by dust. 
This subject is 
worthy of further study . 
The role 
p lay ed by insects, p articularly files, In 
transm itting 
the 
infection 
also r e ­ 
mains to be thoroug hly Investig ated,” 
the chap ter concludes.

which keep liquids hot. 
The rest site 
sin entirely cold meal at noon.

seemed to be one of the reasons lot 
the lessened efficiency of the men in 
the afternoons. 
As a result of the in­ 
vestig ation hug e containers of coffee 
have* been p laced recently in strateg ic 
p oints sit the shaft mouths so ilint the 
men have si hot drink with their noon 
day meal.

“There Is therefor«* now no judgment 
to them who are in Christ Jesus,” for 
they have been judged once for all 
in the Person of Another who, to Its 
awful dregs, lias drained the cup of 
divine wratli against sin. 
It is finished!” Oh soul, think not 
that anything can be added. 
If you 
could live a thousand years in sin­ 
less perfection and in unswerving d e ­ 
votion to God and his service, it would 
add not on«- whit to what J«*sus Christ 
did for you. 
The mere thought of do­ 
ing so would be robbery; stealing the 
glory that belongs to him alone.
